I have Editions 2-4 and 6-23 of the Radio Handbook. No 1st. 


The 2nd, 1936 and 4th, 1938 (my 3rd is currently MIA) Published and 
Distributed by Radio, LTD. Interestingly the 5th that I don't have 
would have to be squeezed in between the 4th, 1938 and the 6th, 
1939. Hmmmmm 


The 6th edition was the last to be "Published and Distributed by 
Radio, LTD." First printing October, 1939. The 7th edition, first 
printing October, 1940 was the first to be published under the 
"Editors and Engineers, LTD" name, but with the same 1300 Kenwood Road 
address given for Radio LTD in the 6th edition. The 7th is also the 
first one that I have that is cloth bound. All subsequent issues 

are cloth bound and I think that's all that was offered from then on. 


The 8th edition, October, 1941; 9th, November 1942; 10th, 1946; 11th, 
1947 (Large Format); 12th, 1949; 13th, 1951 were all "E & E" at 1300 
Kenwood Road. I seem to have two 12ths. 


The 14th, 1956 is still "E & E" but at a new Summerland, CA address. 
The editor is also Bill Orr. 15th, 1959; 16th, 1962. The 17th, 1967, 
is "E & E" but at a "New Augusta, IN" 

address. The 18th, 1970 the same. 


The 19th, 1972; 20th, 1975; 21st, 1978; are all published by Howard W. 
Sams, Inc., Indianapolis, IN. 


The 22nd, 1981 has a notation "Edited by Welborn Associates" with a 
preface by Bill Orr. Orr's name is still on the Title page, and one 
of the contributing editors is listed as Bob Welborn, W9PBW. Other 
contributors include Stuart Cowan (CQ Magazine); Jim Garland, W8ZR; 
George Jacobs, W3ASK; Ed Marriner, W6XM; Jack McCullough, W6CHE (The 
MAC from EI-MAC); Hank Olson, W6GXN; Bob Sutherland, W6PO (EIMAC); 
Skip Tenney, WINLB (Ham Radio Magazine); and others I don't 
recognize off the top of my head. 


The 23rd (and final?) edition, 1986 also is edited by Welborn 
Associates and with a Foreword by Frank C Jones, W6AIJF and Preface by 
William I. Orr, W6SAI.

It's been a near eternity but I finally got my hooks into a 50's Sherwood 
FM tuner. I remember as a kid reading in Consumer Reports how great the 
Sherwood tuners were rated. Well, it's time I found out. Several years 
ago I picked up a model S-3000 at Foothill College (Los Altos) from the 
contributions pile for the electronics museum, such as it was at that time. 
I gave a fiver for it so I didn't begrudge the missing knobs, all else 
seemed in good shape, ....... until now. I started with the usual ridding 
of dust and began the visual inspection. It didn't take long to spot the 
wax drippings around the openings to the IF cans. Another bother, I 
presumed. What a bother it turned out to be! The coil cores were 
thoroughly buried in wax. I couldn't even get a sharp needle to penetrate 
the wax, let alone get an alignment tool in to do anything. "x&%$#@!", I 
muttered to myself while imagining some hyper-obsessive audiophoole doing 
the sorcery that caused this misfortune. No way out but to remove all of 
the cans and surgically disembowel the coils of their cores. There being 
five cans, and taking approximately two hours each, it was quite a project. 
Of nine cores I managed to destroy two of them as a result of their 


splitting while trying to unscrew them against the resistance of wax 
trapped between the core and coil form. Lots of digging and repeated 
application of heat with a needle nose soldering iron tip was required but 
not highly effective against the gunk that seemed to be part wax and part 
rubber cement. Fortunately I have a collection of cores mostly removed 
from TV IF's and was able to find replacements. Today I got the tuner all 
back together, also replacing a few resistors found to be pretty far out of 
tolerance. The main filter cap showed no problems and things powered up 
nicely. I had downloaded a .pdf£ of Sherwood's manual for the S-3000 from a 
website collection of schematics (I forget which one) so I thought I would 
check out the alignment instructions before attempting to breathe life back 
into the tuner. I quote the third sentence from the beginning of the 
instructions: "All coil cores have been sealed at the factory to prevent 
detuning during shipment; however, the sealing wax can be loosened when the 
proper alignment tool is used." Hhhmmmm, I wonder what that tool could be. 
A blow torch? Jack hammer? TNT? Maybe a combination of all three???

Streamed beautifully on my MAC (cable 
modem) . 


Interesting how the assembly of the BC-610 bottom section was done with the 
chassis inverted. Makes good sense when you think about it, I guess. In the 
sequences where the transmitters were being loaded into the panel trucks I 
was surprised, though, how easily only two guys handled the rig. At one 
point it appeared they actually picked the transmitter up by the handles to 
lift it over the threshold of the back door. Now, I understand these things 
weigh 600 lbs so kind of wondered what was going on. Was also surprised how 
rough the guys with the fork lifts were in loading the truck and the MG set 
into the box cars. 


Taking nothing away from the original HT-4 design, my understanding is that 
some SERIOUS ruggedizing upgrades were required with the rig. The movie 
certainly glossed over that point. Also, if anyone could claim to be the 
"father" of the BC-610/SCR-299 it would be General Olmsted who was chief 
Signal Officer the first couple of years of the War. Unfortunately, Olmsted 
tangled with General Marshall and got himself fired. That he was not 


mentioned may have been a prudent political move on the part of Bill H. 


Finally, by the time this movie was made the 399 must have been well into 
production. No mention of it, though. Interesting how Hallicrafters 
continued to crow about the 299 throughout the period and even in their 
postwar adds in the Radio Amateurs Handbook (1946 and maybe later). 


All together, though, a very interesting look into the events of the period 
and well worth the viewing.

Denis - 

This is presumably the "Standard Dummy Antenna" called out in IEEE Standard 
186-1948 "Methods of Testing Amplitude Modulation Broadcast Receivers". It 
consists of a 200 pf capacitor and a 20 uH inductor in series between the 
hot terminal of the signal generator and the receiver antenna lead, with a 
400pf capacitor in series with 430 ohms paralleling the inductor. 

This is intended to provide a source impedance equivalent to "an open single 
wire antenna (including the lead wire) having an effective height of 4 
meters". 


I think there is more on this subject in the Radiotron Designers Handbook, 
but don't have my copy here to check.

If you find a seller be REEEEEAL sure to tell him to carefully foam wrap 
the front panel then double pack the set. The xtal switch is especially 
vulnerable since it stands proud of the front panel. If the switch takes a 
UPS ( Universal Package Smashers) type hit the xtal socket and the switch 
wafer will be destroyed. The band coils can be broken too. I've bought two 
different radios and both were broken as mentioned by bad handling, and one 
was very well packed. One was given to a retired friend who hand made a 
socket and wafer but it was an effort. The mobile is a neat radio 
though. .well worth the time. The tuning is neat just to look at and the bias 
osc is way cool. :%) Doug WA6VOV has it working in his shack and it sounds 
good. The VFO will probably be a harder find, have only had one and it is on 
‘loan' to Doug. On the mobile thread....Did Johnson ever make a mobile RX 
converter?? I've seen, and have, RX converters by RME etc but have never 
seen an E F Johnson unit even in early "Mobile Manuals".
